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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non- statutory subject matter. 

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent and recent Federal Circuit decisions 
indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to another statutory 
category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying subject matter (such as an 
article or material) to a different state or thing. While the instant claims recite a series of steps or 
acts to be performed, the claim neither transforms underlying subject matter nor positively ties to 
another statutory category that accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore does not 
qualify as a statutory process. In particular, the complex sine wave generation step and the 
frequency switching step recited in claim 8 are not linked to any apparatus positively recited as 
performing those steps. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention w as patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application lor patent in the United States. 
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3. Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fognini et al. 
U.S. Patent 5,019,785. 

4. Regarding claims 1 and 8, Fognini discloses a frequency synthesizing device in Figure 1 
that synthesizes a plurality of frequencies based on a reference frequency comprising complex 
sine wave generating means fez for generating complex sine waves and outputting amplitudes 
therefrom which are considered to correspond to phases in a complex plane, and a frequency 
switching means RG1 for performing frequency switching by performing multiplication of the 
sine wave and the reference frequency (see Fig. 1; col. 6, lines 1-16). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
